1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach and/or fairly suggest an acceleration sensor comprising an acceleration sensor element and 
frame portion surrounding the sensor element, the sensor element and frame portion being 
located on a substrate, an intermediate layer formed on the frame portion, and a cap portion 
bonded to the intermediate layer, wherein corresponding grooves in the form of a frame are 
provided in the frame portion and the intermediate layer, such as illustrated by grooves 25 in Fig. 
1 . The prior art also fails to teach and/or fairly suggest an acceleration sensor comprising an 
acceleration sensor element and frame portion surrounding the sensor element, the sensor 
element and frame portion being located on a substrate, an intermediate layer formed on the 
frame portion, and a cap portion bonded to the intermediate layer, wherein a groove in the form 
of a frame is provided between a part of the frame portion in a junction region of the 
intermediate layer and cap portion and a part extending toward the sensor element, such as 
illustrated by groove 38 in Fig. 6.
